tie sues the insurance company for the 
loss, the building being insure I against 
lightning. Tne company refused to pay 
on the ground that the buildings were not 
destroyed 
by 
lightning, 
but 
by 
a 
tornado 
or 
cyclone. 
The 
farmer has secured the opinion of Profes­ 
sor Tice, of St Louis; Professor Daniels, of 
the State University; and of some promi­ 
nent members of the United States signal 
corps, that the cyclone was caused by 
electricity, and hence electricity destroyed 
his house and barn. 
There will be no 
trounle in getting a jury of farmers to see 
it in this light, but the gravequer.iun with 
the farmer will be, the appeal of the in­ 
surance company in case it is beaten, to 
the higher courts.

Third, announcing the in­ 
expediency of now naming an electorial 
ticket, and empowering the State Central 
Committee hereafter to be appointed to 
call a convention on the 28th of July to 
nominate such ticket. These resolutions 
were referred to a committee, and on this 
last there will be a tag of war.

trom Black is one of the most laughable 
jokes of the season. 
Black was a leader in 
that wing of the Democratic party which 
believed that there was no power in the 
general government to keep the Southern 
States from seceding. 
He believed they 
had a right to secede, a a l ought to have 
seceded, and 
that 
the 
government 
did wrong in suppressing the rebellion. 
The government, backed by the strong arm 
of the Republican party, was able to crush 
Democratic treason. The same men who 
support Grant to-day, or the nominee of

The face is of a 
man of 60, and the dress so unmilitary thai 
his brother officers shudder in looking at it. 
He is represented with full dress coat and 
top boots that only belong to the undress 
uniform.

Then he is armed like 
a desperado, in both hauds, while some of 
the General’s best charges Were made with 
no firearms about nim.

C h ic a g o , April 23 — Tho barns of the 
South bide Street Car Ciaipauy, on tbs 
west side of State street, between f wenty- 
flrst aud 
I'wooly'Second streets, were 
burned down this 
morning. At 2:30 
o’clock an awful clap of thunder sounded , 
anda vivid lightning flash followed. A 
m uate tater the sky to the south was lit 
up brilliantly, and an alarm ot fire was 
turned in from the box on Twentieth 
street and Wabash avenue. Two other 
alarms speedily followed. There was only 
one building iu the vicinity wired wouKl 
make sa ca a blaze, aud a reporter at once 
proceeded to tho spot. 
While yet some 
blocks trom the scene, what had happened 
was well apparent, for etreet-car horses, 
tro ttin g two aad two down the track on 
Wabash avenue, were met at every step. 
Tne scene was a grand one. 
l’ne build­ 
ing has a frontage on State street of about 
lob feet, aud runs back 175 teet. 
im m edi­ 
ately north, aud separated only by a fire 
wail, is the old Field & Letter building 
The barn consists of a newly-erected lw«>- 
story brick building. South of that the 
old two-siory brick, and then a long frame 
shed. The two latter divisions were used 
as enables, aud up to tho time of the fire 
sheltered 317 horsed. The 
new brick 
ouildiug contained the cars on the main 
ll tor, aud above hay cand all kinds of feed 
in store, and tools. In tho rear was a r e ­ 
pair shop. 
The fire broke out on the first floor ot 
main 
building, the car barn, amongst 
some loose hay lying around. It was gen­ 
erally supposed tau 
building had been 
struck by lightning, but watchman Rey­ 
nolds and 
six 
employes 
say this Is 
erroneous. 
They 
state 
they 
were lilting around when they “heard 
a crackling sound, and in a moment the 
dunes were shooting up all around.” The 
main building and the old brick is gutted; 
inc stable to the south and the repair shop 
to the rear are saved. The efforts of the 
firemen were seconded by the heavy rain 
which was falling, and in addition the fire 
was stamped oui In the mala building 
about 2.45 by the floor falling lo. 
Tne loss will probably reach $50,000 in 
all. Twenty-eight cars, three of them 
new, were destroyed. 
Loss on them, say 
•$2J,000; ou feed, stock. $10,000; building, 
tools, e tc , will probably fill out the bal­ 
a t e . 


I n d ia n a p o lis , April 22—Mrs Browo, 
the wife of tne murdered man, appeared 
on the stind hi tho Wade Murder trial this 
morning, and occupied it nearly all day 
Her story was a repetition of what she 
said to the Coroner, which was telegraphed 
at the time Wade killed Brown. She tried 
to have her husband’s body taken into the 
bouse before life was extinct, but Wade 
insisted in finishing the j >b, and after ii 
was 
over 
kissed 
her 
aud 
said, 
“Darling, this 
is 
what love 
will 
do.” Her statement did not differ very ma 
tonally from her confession to the Coro 
ner. Iu going to (he jail, Wade said to the 
bailiff, “ Welt, the old woman told a pretty 
straight story—jast ab tut what axe said to 
the Coroner.” 
Mrs Brown’s demeanor on 
the stand was very quiet, her voice being 
so feeble that it became necessary to re 
move her chair very near the jury. There 
was a ready and firm response to each ques 
Hon, which gave evidence of much com 
posure, though she appeared affected oy 
the surroundings and the nature of the 
occasion 
The testimony greatly affected 
Wade, and brought evidences of varying 
passions to his face as she continued to 
unfold the story of the crime. It was also

TEA0HEES’ INSTITUTE. 


The sp n o g Institute appointed for the 
benefit ol the teachers aud schools of the 
F irst Superintendent D istrict of 
Hock 
county, com m ete *d its work in the H igh 
School building at Evansville, on M onJav 
m orning, A pril 5th, and cleped Thursday 
evening. A pril 13;h. 
D uring the first day 
58 m em bers were enrolled, and the n u m ­ 
ber was soon increased to To, and later, 
several others arrived. 
T he attendance 
was quite uniform . 
Those w ho bad come 
from a dis* iuce, r e p r enting chiefly the 
middle and southern par?* of the S uperin­ 
tendent D istrict, w ere courteously waited 
upon by the C om m ittee on A ccom m oda­ 
tions, and introduced to 
th e hom es and 
hospitalities of kind citizens. 
T he Institute was opened and conducted, 
till the arrival of Frot. {Salisbury, by S uper­ 
intendent W est, w ho is its real paternal 
head. 
These are “ the seventy” come up 
from the fields of labor w here they nod it 
their joy to w ork under his commiesion 
and supervision. 
T hey gathered here at 
his special and urgent request, to receive 
instruction and training in the laad a n iea- 
tai m atter and principles of their proles- 
sian. 
A Teachers* Institute Is no longer a con 
vention of dream ers for the discuss on of 
m ottled theories and fancies ; but it is b e­ 
come an organized institution of the {State, 
appointed tor definite and system atic w ork. 
it urn professional school or lyceum , order 
ed by a far reaching public policy to ‘ p ro ­ 
vide for the cam mon defense and general 
welfare” of th e people, by providing ju d i­ 
cious training in the elem ents of know l­ 
edge, and the habits of sound thinking and 
polite behavior.
